I will endeavor to drop y ou a lew 
lines if 1 can p ossibly do so now The 
sea is ve ry rough and has been so for 
the last four day s and the 
ship 
is 
pitching a great deal and it is a dif­ 
ficult proposition to write 
legibly. 
1 will relate to y ou some of th*' 
events since 1 last saw the I . S. \\ e 
started from the dock in Hoboken on 
October 22 and started 
down 
the 
Hudson. 
We had barely cleared the 
dock when our steering 
gear broke 
and wo were compelled to anchor in 
the river for a couple of day s until 
repairs were completed. 
We missed 
one convoy and had to wait until an­ 
other was made up. 
On the 2 4th day 
Of October we left New York, met the 
remainder of our convoy at the en­ 
trance to Ambrose channel on the 
evening of the 24th, and started on 
our journey across. 
The convoy wa 
ex ceeding ly large and 
presented 
a 
very striking scene. 
The ships lined 
up in column formation. nin<* wide 
and 6 deep. 57 ships in all. 
A 
S. 
cruiser convoy ed us out for quite a 
distance. 
just off Staten island we passed a 
steamer, 
whose 
masts 
projected 
above the surface, it 
having 
Imon 
sunk th« * day before in 
a 
collision. 
We also passed near the spit when 
a lightship, marking the entrance to 
one of the channels, had been « ink 
by a submarine the day before. 
My watch was fr« # .n 4 to s. morn 
}ng and evening. 
It enabled me to 
see some of the most wonderlul 
tin 
rises and sunsets that one ox er e>. 
poets to see. 
it was a 
remarkable 
scene as the sun peeped up over th» 
horizon, revealing the 
many 
-hip 
surrounding us, some way oil on tin 
horizon between us and the sun. It 
is not often that y ou have the oppor 
tunity of seeing this, 
tin cap' iin 
who had been at s« *a lot y ear., had 
never so enit before 
On our first night out we .-'truck

was. 
Popular opinion, prompted by 
circumstances, was that it wa

and France, and our ship as flagship , 
started without convoy for the strait 
of Gibraltar, bound for 
Marseilles.

resembled a periscope very mu ch and 
we opened fire with a

One sad event marred the trip and 
that was the death of one of th? eti

tried and it failed, so it was decided

They have made qu ite a re 
cord in the war and inflicted a good 
deal of damage to German -u bmai 
in os.

We arriv­ 
al Gibraltar on the m orning of the 
Sth and p roceeded to anc hor in the 
harbo r as it was necessary for u s to 
take on some coal.

As we ap p roached it we look 
ed for tho ‘ Pru dential Life's” 
itu 
mou se sign on it, bu t it mu st have 
been taken off for the du ration of th« * 
war! 
It was in 
all

insp iring 
sight as it Is considered to he im p re g ­ 
nable, the strongest fortress in the 
world. 
Ju st the thou g h ts of 
what 
the big gu ns on top cou ld have done 
to u s, was fascinating. 
At the, or, 
better, on tin* western slop e of the 
mou ntain, or rock, lies a small town 
made u p of Sp aniards, negroes, etc. 
1 will leave the town u ntil later be­ 
cau se 1 will have p lenty of o p p o rtu n ­ 
ity of seeing more of it later. 
One of the ship s which was lost in 
the storm joined u s here; of tin* o t h ­ 
er I know nothing. 
We lay here tor a cou p le of days 
coaling ship , this work being done by 
hand; 250 to 300 men were emp loy 
ed to coal her. 
The coal is carried in 
baskets from th« * p ile, on the sho u l­ 
ders and du mp ed into ¡finite» h ading 
to the coal bu nkers. 
After coaling the three ship s which 
had coin« * across together, we d e p a r t­ 
ed for Marseilles, France, which we 
were never to reach, convoyed by a 
British cru iser. 
We sailed « lose in 
shore to avoid attack from that qu ar 
t.-r, while the cru iser p rotected u 
on the ou tward side. 
We 
p <« ed 
many of tin* small Sp anish villu m-s 
hu ddled at tin* ha «* of 111«* mou ntains, 
all showing u p like ghosts against 
(lie dark backgrou nd. 
We continu ed 
on this cou r-e for 16 hou rs, when, at 
abou t s o'clock on Su nday morning, 
an officer discovered smoke i 
u ing 
from (lie ventilators» leading 
ttom 
lho hold, nu mber 2, forward. 
We 
were on fire and in that hold were 
stored bar reds of high te d aerop lan« > 
gas. 
If tin* fire reached litis, good 
bye to tin* Op hir an?l all on board. 
We wete two day 
distant I rom <?i 
braltar. 
Tru e, we were not 
many 
miles oil lh« > Sp anish coast, hu t w? 
wou ld be interned tor the remaindct 
of the war If we were to land. 
So 
asking p ermission of 
the 
escort iny 
ship , we tu rned bark and p u t on Ini' 
sp eed for Gibraltar, fu ll sp eed now 
seemed mighty slow, a 
we. were I *« 
hou rs from p ort. 
Going as we did u t 
fu ll sp eed we arrived at the harbor 
at abou t 8 :30 Su nday night. 
Mere 
we immediately got in 
cotnmu nlea 
Hon with the naval 
au thorities 
in 
command there. 
We anchored in th« 
harbor and finally tu rned steam intt 
the bold to sm other the fire; (hi 
failed and we finally tu rned water in 
to flood the hold. 
Things never hap p en singly, so in 
ou r case they did not. 
At 1:1a p . in. 
Monday. Nov. M, I wa 
awakened 
from a light sleep by the blowing of 
siren , wffti ill’s, etc , in th** bu rbot 
and on the shore. 
I went u p on deck 
and inqu ired the cau se oi the s u d d e n 
commotion. 
1 was informed that a
